But they have, oiivthe other hand, got- 
ten the Secretary of the Interior to join with them in en- 
deavoring to keep the gas underground. 


The men who spoke on behalf of the new gas franchise 


last night were not speaking for the Gas Company. We 
believe that they, with all the rest of us, would be more 
anxious to have the present rates continued, providing the 
additional mains could be laid and gas could be obtained. 
But, with a condition confronting them, and not a theory, 
they are taking the position which means for them gas, in 
their judgment, even though it means an increase to us all. 


The City Council of Lorain did not increase the rate 


as high as the Gas Company is asking under this franchise, 
but only to forty cents. If there must be an increase in the 
price, it is'probable that the interest of the city would be 
better looked alter if the price by the City Council was in- 
sisted on as forty cents rather than forty-five and as pro- 
vided for under the ordinance as high as 68 cents with 3 
cents discotint. 


' 
A number of cities have refused to advance the price 


of gas as requested by the Gas Company. Just how this 
will affect the general situation we do not know. But in 
any case, we are forced to admit that with a public hear- 
ing on to consider the gas ordinance, those present stood 
for the increase ten to one.
